largest 
craft of its kind in the world, rests 
today In its great hangar, a supreme 
accomplishment. 
The anxious concern for months 
of those In charge of its construc­ 
tion was relieved in a 55 minute test 
flight last night when the craft rose 
above the heads of 2,000 spec.ators. 
Every cylinder of the giant bal­ 
loon’s many engines, every ounce ot 
lifting power, every member of the 
staff of men and officers in charge 
of the launching functioned perfect­ 
ly. 
The great ship rose maejstical- 
ly and swung slowly around the 
field. 
The engines were at no time 
operated at more than half speed. 
The vessel traveled 't a rate of 30 
miles an 
hour. 
Dusk had fallen 
when the ship nosed toward the 
earth. 
Batteries 
of 
searchlights 
silvered the enormous envelope and 
supplied a path of light to guide the 
pilot to a safe anchorage. 
Entrance to the interior of the 
ZR-1 may be had only through ports 
above the powder cars or through 
two hatches, amidships. 
The dura­

BLINDING HEADLIGHTS.

ders"now and then ’whether there is any 
other community

many automobilists who habitually disre- 
gaYfJ the traffic laws and it would be dif­ 
ficult to say where they are most abundant. 
To realize this one has only to read news­ 
paper^ from all over the country.

there are many cities w*hich in proportion 
to.si^e have as many automobilists who de­ 
light in using 
dazzling 
headlights when 
there is no need and no excuse for their use 
as- one may find in Sedalia. 
The dazzling

able extent and the wonder is that it has 
noT caused many more accidents than have 
so far been recorded. 
Blinding lights improperly used are not 
so much a menace to pedestrains as to the 
automobilists themselves. 
When some per­ 
sist in using them improperly others are im­ 
pelled to do the same thing, and so the 
habit grows and spreads and the danger of 
collision in the streets or on the roads in­ 
creases. 
Motorists who

With the Kid Dropper case in New York 
as a commentary upon the discussions of 
the American Bar Association, a situation 
is developed that reminds one of a famous 
cartoon of the fight on the Tweed ring half 
a century ago.

So now the Committee on Law 
Snforeement of the association blames the 


“apathy and indifference of the American 
people.” 
The trial 
lawyer 
blames 
the 
juries, except when they side his way. The 
people blame the courts, without stopping 
to explain why. 
And the chief justice of 
the United States, regretting the tendency 
to hold the judiciary in lighter esteem, as­ 
cribes that tendency— not for the first time 
—to the “snail-like pace of justice.” 
All these views are just. 
We all are to 
blame. It is the duty of the American peo­ 
ple, including the lawyers and the judges, 
to amend a condition which the Law En­ 
forcement Committee calls “worse than in 
any other civilized country.” 
Begin with the juries, who are represen­ 
tative, or should be, of the American pub­ 
lic; undoubtedly they are at times remiss. 
But when a jury in a criminal case is not 
remiss; when twelve good men and true 
have left their business and have patiently 
sat for two weeks upon a case that would 
take two days in an English court; when 
they have found a criminal guilty; when, 
months afterward, an appellate court be­ 
comes itself a law breaker by granting a 
retrial for insubstantial causes— and that 
this has happened in more than one state 
we call Chief Justice Taft and other law­ 
yers only less eminent to witness— are not 
these jurors justified in holding that court 
“in lighter esteem” 
Take the legislatures: 
They do pass too 
many fool laws; and there are 48 of them. 
Their misconduct in this respect, especially 
when by ill-considered statutes they disturb 
what should be the clear stream of criminal 
justice, is due less to ignorance than to the 
desire of typical politicians to please pow­ 
erful constituents and bosses. 
They need 
the more constant restraint of an informed 
oversight of their work 
on behalf of the 
public interest as paramount over private 
interests. 
The 
heaviest 
responsibility of all lies 
upon those lawyers who are the leaders of 
their profession, and upon judges who are 
singled out from 
the 
ranks of the abler 
practitioners for their great work. 
They 
know why the judiciary is held “in lighter 
esteem.” 
They know why conditions are 
worse here “than 
in any 
other civilized 
country.” 
They know what reforms are 
necessary in the law and court custom and 
precedent as directing the administration 
of the law. 
Let the lawyers and the judges, and par­ 
ticularly the 
bar 
associations, lay down 
sensible rules for quickening the “snail-like 
pace” of justice, limiting delays, cutting off 
frivolous excuse for retrials and making it 
possible for justice to be prompt as well as 
even-handed. 
They cannot alone work the 
great change. 
But they can with confi­ 
dence call upon the public to back their ef­ 
forts, and public opinion aroused is irresist­ 
ible. 
We all know that the law’s delays and 
uncertainties hamstring justice and encour­ 
age crime. 
We have known it for years. 
There is no sense in standing in a circle, 
each saying to his neighbor, “He did it.” 
Team-work on the part of his neighbor, the 
bar and the great public can solve the prob­ 
lem. There is no other way.

Against these fig­ 
ures, the average sale price realized 
on the crop was $1.11 a bushel for 
wheat, 73 cents for corn, and 48 cents 
for oats. 
“The cost figures,” the department 
said in announceing the compilation 
today, “include charges for the labor 
of the operator and his family and for 
use of the land. W here the price re­ 
ceived for the product was less than 
cost, either the farmer did not re­ 
ceive going wages for his time or he 
did not receive for the use of his land 
an amount equal to the cash rental 
value reported.” 
The departm ent added that it felt 
the figures “closely approximate the 
average production costs incurred by 
farmers throughout the country dur­ 
ing the perio dcovered.”
